T here may be serious defects in the ch arter which has been 


fornstiiated for its guidance. 
As the world statesm en who drafted it 


were human, no doubt they have been led into errors of greater or 


less importance. 
But the m istakes, such as they are, may be corrected. 


T he constitution of the League of Nations is left unratified for that 


very purpose, and its future am endm ent is m ade simple so th a t the 


instrum ent may be improved from time to time. 
One hundred and 


thirty years after the adoption of the constitution of the United States 


nobody contends that it is a perfect document, yet the eighteen amend­ 


m ents that have from tim e to tim e been adopted are no reflection 


upon the work of the authors. 
They are rath er milestones on the path 


ch hum an progress, making more perfect an instrum ent which was the 


best expression ai its time of high ideals of popular government.

Hie sam e way. the constitution of the League of Nations mav be l e t ­ 


tered, but to deny it all m erit because it is not the embodiment of 


perfection is to w rite oneself down as a pessimistic aas.
